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Mr.  Chairman  and  Co\incillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1962. 

Po'pulation 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
7^500  which  was  an  increase  of  80  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birthrate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  127  which  ¥/as  an  increase  of  4  over  tli  t 
of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was  accordingly  16.93  after 
adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s  Compara-bility  Factor  which  allows 
comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  18.28,  being  slightly  higlier 
than  that  of  I8.O  for  England  and  Vhales. 

Still-births  and  Rate 

Seven  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1 ,000 
total  (live  and  still)  births  was  52.23>  which  was  appreciably  higher  than  that 
of  18.1  for  England  and  Vifales.  (But  these  figures  are  too  small  to  allo'vv 
valid  comparisons)

The  infantile  moartality  rate  was  accordingly  31*50  compared  vath  th,-«t 
of  21.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortalit3’’  (i.e.  stillbiidhs  aaid 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age)  comprises  prematurity,  asphyxia 
and  atalectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the 
most  important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  :md  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  abortion  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric 
practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  82  (49  M.  33  ?•)> 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  10. 93>  which  after  adjustment  by  th'>. 
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Regiatrar  &eneral’ s  Comparability  Pactor,  as  for  births,  becomes  9»73  v/hich 
was  lower  than  that  of  1'i.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  doaths  wore  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  those  there  were  46. 

Disease  of  the  Coron,ary  Artery  of  the  heart  was  tho  cause  of  12  deaths, 
or  approximately  2&/o  of  those  cardiac  dearths.  The  nmber  of  deaths  wa,s  in  th 
following  age  groups;  between  51  and  60  years  -  nil,  between  61  and  70  years 
betv.'een  71  and  80  years  5>  and  between  8l  and  90  years  2.  The  highest  number 
of  deaths  was  equally  divided  in  the  61  to  70  and  the  7 1  to  80  groups  and 
altogether  there  were  9  male  and  3  female  deaths. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years  was  the  cause  of  the  second 
higtiest  number  of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  14*  Establishment  of  an  ea,rly 
diagnosis  would  result  in  a  complete  cure  in  the  majority  of  cases,  but  the 
insidious  nature  of  the  disease  and  procrastination  by  patients  in  seeking 
medical  advice  are  common  factors  associated  with  late  diagnosis.  There  were 
3  male  deaths  and  1  female  death  and  the  ages  at  death  were  56,  59 ^  6'i  and 
81  years.  It  me-y  be  that  excessive  smoking  sots  off  the  trigger  amongst 
those  Y.iio  have  a  predisposition  to  the  disease;  there  is  no  doubt  that 
excessive  smoking  is  a  major  cause  of  chronic  bronchitis  and  emphysema  and 
parents  should  melee  every  effort  to  discourage  their  children  from  begiruiing 
this  dangerous  addiction. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exception y1 
mortalit^^. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the  yean  throughout  the 
District  v;as  very  low.  There  were  no  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as 
Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever,  Meningitis  etc.  Preventive 
inoculation  against  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria,  has  virtually  eliminated 
these  serious  diseases  and  the  fn,ct  that  there  was  no  case  of  Wliooping  Cough 
could  also  be  attributed  to  the  effectiveness  of  vancination.  'Waooping 
Cough  ha,s  been  the  cause  of  v^xtensive  lung  damage  and  of  innumerable  deaths 
amongst  infants  and  its  elimination  would  constitute  a  notable  achievement 
of  medical  science. 

jiea_s!^e_s 

This  was  a  non-epidemic  year  -  only  7  cases  were  notified  and  none  of 
its  complica,tions  occurred  namely  Broncho-pneumonia,  Acute  Otitis  Media,  and 
Acute  Encephalitis.  Epidemics  usually  occur  every  seci^nd  year  ?/hen  a 
sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has  aggregated,  as  the  virus  is 
always  present  amongst  children. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Three  sporadic  cases  v;ere  notified.  In  j-ts  present  phase  this  is  a 
comparatively  mild  disease,  and  patients  are  usually  treated  at  home  by  their 
family  Practitioners,  unless  social  conditions,  as  for  example  ovorcrov/ding  in 
a  caravan,  ore  unsatisfactory.  The  serious  complications  of  former  years  are 
relatively  rare,  and  usually  treatment  v/ith  the  Sulpha  drugs  or  Antibiotics  is 
specific. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  no  new  cases  of  either  Respiratory  or 
Non-Re spiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

There  was  only  one  death  -  in  the  45  "  54  age-group,  which  is  a  reflection 
of  the  efficacy  of  modern  treatment.

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In  conolusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  District 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation.
